The  following  listed  varieties  of  Strawberry  Plants  are  Pot-grown  ; we  are 
unable  to  supply  Layer  Plants  during  the  Summer  months. 

All  of  our  plants  are  strong  and  well  rooted,  being  grown  in  two  and  one- 
half  inch  pots,  and  are  shipped  in  the  pots  in  which  they  are  grown, 
thereby  insuring  safe  shipment,  the  roots  undisturbed,  allowing  them 
to  be  transplanted  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  varieties  indicated  by  the  letter  “ P ” are  the  pistillate  sorts,  and  should 
be  planted  among  other  Perfect-flowering  kinds  : this  may  be  best 

effected  by  planting  every  other  or  every  second  row  of  the  latter  sort 
thereby  allowing  the  pistillate  varieties  to  become  pollenized. 

Pot-grown  Strawberry  Plants  are  usually  ready  for  delivery  after  August  1st 
but  sometilnes  later  according  to  the  season.  % 

Strawberries  when  planted  during  August  will  produce  a fine  growth  during 
late  summer  and  early  fall  which  will  insure  a good  crop  the  following 
summer.

MOSQUITO  OIL 

For  oiling  Mosquito-breeding  Pools.  A very  effective  remedy  for  getting  rid  of  Mosquitoes 

Where  mosquito  larvae  or  wrigglers  are  found  in  any  pool,  they  may  be  killed  in  a few  minutes  by  spreading  a film  of 
oil  over  the  surface  of  the  water.  It  is  necessary  for  the  larvae  to  come  to  the  surface  about  once  each  two  minutes  to 
breathe,  and  the  oil  not  only  prevents  the  air  from  entering  their  respiratory  system,  but  the  oil  also  enters  their  breath- 
ing tubes,  destroying  the  tissues,  and  they  soon  die. 

The  oil  must  be  applied  about  once  each  ten  days  to  keep  the  pool  in  a safe,  non-breeding  condition. 

A convenient  method  of  applying  oil  is  by  means  of  small  compressed  air  sprayers  with  cylinders  of  galvanized  sheet 
iron.  Each  cylinder  contains  a pressure  pump  and  will  hold  about  two  and  one-half  gallons  of  liquid.  It  may  be  carried 
in  the  hand  or  held  by  a strap  thrown  over  the  shoulder.  Such  an  outfit  as  the  Lowell  Sprayer  recommends  itself  very 
highly. 

The  amount  of  oil  to  be  applied  is  one  fluid  ounce  to  each  fifteen  square  feet  of  water  surface.  A less  quantity  will 
often  fail  to  kill  the  wrigglers.
